Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

Review  briefly  the  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during 
the  year  1943 :  During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  measles  was 
the  most  prevalent  of  the  infectious  diseases,  but-  the  outbreak, 
which  had  lasted  for  seme  months  in  1942,  soon  declined  and 
very  few  cases  were  notified  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.  Most 
of  the  scarlet  fever  cases  occurred  in  the  second  half  when  the 
disease  was  prevalent  in  the  neighbouring  towns,  but  it  was  of 
a  mild  type  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Particulars  of  the  clinical  type  and  spread  of  diphtheria  and  cerebro¬ 
spinal  fever:  Diphtheria  cases  were  spread  almost  evenly  in  the 
four  quarters,  and  some  were  of  a  severe  type.  Only  one  of  the 
cerebro- spinal  fever  cases  really  belonged  to  the  district.  The 
others  were  from  the  County  Hospital,  admitted  from  outside 
areas  for  treatment. 

Any  local  action  taken  in  regard  to  the  use  of  measles  serum  for 
prophylaxis  or  attenuation? — None. 

Particulars  of  any  existing  facilities  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci 
and  for  the  provision  of  appropriate  type  sera:  Of  the  118  cases 
of  pneumonia,  83  were  notified  from  the  Whiston  County 
Hospital,  where  they  had  been  admitted  for  treatment.  Of  these, 
72  were  from  outside  districts,  some  of  whom  at  least,  may  have 
been  notified  before  admission.  In  my  opinion,  these  cases  shc-uld 
be  notified  by  the  district  from  which  they  have' been  admitted 
and  so  avoid  redundancy.
